W. Keawick. 

To press any mensure upon Government 
in the apolugetic strain adopted by Mr 
Jackson was, indeed, ‘damning with faint 
praise,’ and likely to ensurd a more than 
even ordinary share of neglect. 

- The Governor infurmied the public that 
he had anticipated his children in this 
question of. defence, That is hardly 
the casc, as Mr Keswick pointed ont. 
But no one doubted for a second that 
the Governor had,‘ ever since he came 
here, deluged, the-nffice at Downing Street 
with dospatctits urging the necessity for 


arriving at aome full and final plan of forti-- 


fying the island and carzying out the work 


with all possible speed. “What has been the 
rosult sv fart ‘he ‘fall and final plan” 
has not even boen decided upon; only very 
slight progréss has been mado with the 
earthworks of some batteries; and even if 
the works should bo pushed on, no B.L. 
guns can be got, and therefore no fortifi- 
cations can be comploted, for at least throe 
years, probably much longer. 

The Governor says he recommended the 
torpedo-boats and cable. But when? and 
in what terms? The public believes this 
was dono since the agitation commenced, 
within the Inst fortnight only. It would 
havo been reassu'ing to have had some 
information ori these points. 

Even the Daily Press ‘fears there may be 
some delay iu sending the torpedo-boats out." 
Yea, a very considerable delay, judging from 
the sanctioned ‘ additions’ to the navy, not 
one of which has yet beon put in.hand, It 
is notorious that not one single torpedo-boat

APPALLING ACCIDENT ON THE 
SHANGHAI RIVER. ~~ 
SOME SEVENTY LIVES LOST, | 

Never since the explosion of the boiler of 
the Union, Staron 18th June,: 1862; haa 
auch “an appalling catastropha occurred in 
tho Huangpu as on Saturday moming, the 
“2eth ultimo, when upwards of woverty per: 
sons were killed without a moment's warn- 
ing, by the collision betwoan the Chinese 
steamer Lin Yiin (‘Floating ‘or Pasging 
Cloud’), and the Blue Fuinel ateamor Orestes, 
which occurred at 20 minutes past 10 o'clock 
on Saturday morning. The Liu Yin waa 
Qhinese ferry boat, plying between Shang- | 
hoi and Woosung snd vice versa, This vessel 
waa built on the Soochow Orook in the fall 
of last year and aftorwards engined by a 
native firm in Hongkew. The vessel has 
been an unfortunate one, 28 on quite a 
number of occasiona.she had to be taken.off 
the liné for repairs. The Chiness, howovor, 
notwithstanding her many imishapa, appear 
to have had confidence in her. She was 

laced'on the Jine in opposition to the Fei 

vin (‘Plying Cloud’) ond at first, the two 
veasela, which are much alike in appearance, 
though the latter is a tried’ boat, left Kin- 
lea-yuen together, and tha sama occurred 
at’ Woosung where ‘tho Liv Yitr had a 
wharf of her own. This arrangement did 


not pay either party, so the owners agreed -

off. At present the wrock is in two pieces ; 
one portion, ‘with the-engine and .boiler, is 
near tho’Kah-jao~Cresk. and the fore 
part is some three hundred-yards. higher up . 

It waiv at’ first’ reported that 
the catastrophe was the result.of the boiler 
of the Liu Yin exploding, but. this state-. 
ment ia now found to be incorreot. Hf there 
was an explosion, it must have taken place , 
after ths collision occurred -—NV.-C. D, News.
